F. No. IPC|4|5(126)j85-88.—Attentiion is invited to the 
Export and Import Policy April 1992—March, 1997 pub¬ 
lished under the Ministry pf Commerce iPublic Notice 
No. l-ITC(PN)/92-97 dated die 3ist March, 1992. Passengei 
cars and automobile vehicles are included in the Negative list 
of Imports in Chapter XV of the PoUcy. This Public Notice 
specifies the condition.s under which such vehicles can be 
imported. 

2. Import of passenger cars and automobile vehicles may 
be made without a licence by the categories of eligible im¬ 
porters specified in this Public Notice subject to the following 
condtions:— 

(i) ' the payment for the Vehicle is made abroad and such 

payment does not involve, directly or indirectly, any 
remittance of foreign exchange from India; 

(ii) the payment of the ctiStoms duty is made in foreign 

e^tchange, unless expressly exempted in the case of 
any particular category of importer in this Public 
Notice; 

(iii) the conditions specified against each category of eligi¬ 

ble importers in this Public Notice are fulfilled; and 

(iv) in the case of those importers returning to India for 

payment settlement, a declaration to that effect is 
given to the Customs at the time of the clearance 
of the car. 

A. Indian nationals or foreign nationals of Indian origin 
coming to India for permanent settlement. 

(a) Imnort of one nassenger car with engine size not ex¬ 
ceeding four cylinders and not exceeding 1600 c.c. 
is permitted, whether the car is new or old. Alterna- 
live.tv. irnoort of oik tiassenger car is also per¬ 
mitted nroYided tha car has been in the use of 
the importer for more than a year prior to his return 
to India. 

(b) The importer has stfiyed abroad continuously for
